made public today disclose offleially 
the fact that the British government 
^av© army officers In Ireland a writ- 
■en guarantee that they would not 
•ise the army to crush the Ulsters* 
political opposition to the home nile 
bill. 
The correspondence points out,

that 
the government re­ 
tains the right to use the army to 
maintain law and order. 
'After a protracted cabinet council 
this morning a rumor started that tho 
entire ministry bad decided to re­ 
sign. Later, It was learned that Col. 
Tohn Seely had resigned his portfolio 
as secretary of state for war in the 
cebinet. 
Seely’s resignaUoti followed quick­ 
ly after the publication of a “white 
raper,” giving details of the crisis lh 
♦be army. Seely in his valedictOTy aa- 
dress to th© house of commons de* 
hied that King George had taken any 
initiative In the crisis. 
’n!© correspondence of Seely with 
the officers in Ireland, in tho oplnloa 
of seasoned politicians, demanded tho 
raehlering ot the secretary for war 
or the resignation of the entiro cabi­ 
n et 'Th© first course was decide oh 
at the cabinet cotmdl this morning- 
The premier has refused to accept 
Seely's resignation.
